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DISEASE FROM GARBAGE 

For the sake of public health, as 
well as in the interests of civic pride 
and neatness, garbage should always 
be put out for collection in substan- 
tial, covered containers; The Depart- 
ment of National Health and . Wel- 
fare, Ottawa, has. a tion on 
handling of garbage, out 
that use of cardboard packages, 
paper bags or newspaper bundles for 
the discards of kitchen and closet 
makes not only unsightly piles but 
creates ideal breeding places for fliee 
and vermin, and for the spread of 
disease. 

Flimsy garbage bundles, say the 
departmental officers, are liable to 
be disturbed and scattered by scav- 
engers, including rats, who are 
among the most notorious agents in 
spread:of epidemics. ?
